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Birches on the Brockenhurst Road, near New Park, 
November. Brockenhurst is one of the chief tourist 
centres of the New Forest the largest tract of woodland 
in England, comprising 92,365 acres, which were afforested 
by William the Conqueror. The woods are mostly oak 
and beech, but on the open ground and near the New 
Park—a chase made in Jacobean times—birches grow, and 
are a golden glory in autumn. 
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
